EUROPEAN ROYALTY. 


A PURPLE ARRAY TO VISIT KING 
CHRISTIAN, OF DENMARK. 


Kirgs ard Queens and the fons and Descendants 
of Rulerato Be Present—fhe Cvar’s Fright— 
Gossip Concerning the Realms of Eu<« 
ropean Orown Heads, Etc,, Ete. 


Loxpon, September 12.—At a royal family 
reunion to be held by King Christian, of Den- 
mark, at the castle of Fredenburg next week 
there will be present the czar and czarina 
prince and princess ot Wales, King George, 
ol Greece, and theduc and duchess Chartres. 
The occasion will bethe formal betrothal of 
Merie, daughter of the duc Chartres, and 
Prince Waldemar, the youngest son of King 


Christian. During the visit of the czar the 
greatest precautions will be maintained to 
keephim safe from any evii design which 
may be entertained againat him by tae nihil- 
ists. It isstated thatthe czar’s morbidness 
concerning nihilism is increasing daily, and 
thatas a result his mind is almost unhinged 
with dread. He givee no credence at ail to 
the persistent astertions of his police 
that bnibilism is crushed out. 

It is related that during the recent im peri- 
al conference at Kremsier the czar and czarina 
had ditlerent sleeping apartments prepared 
for their use each night and thatthey never 
occupied any of the rooms thus set apart for J 
them, but used others in order to avoid all 
possibility of being located by the enemies 
whom the czar believes will perpetually fol. 
low him, His imperial majesty, it is declared, 
continues to follow this precaution and allows 
no one to know beforehand where he will pass 
any particular nightand never permits any 
of his attendants but his necessary body ser- 
vants to know where he is sleeping. 

RUSSIA’S WARLIKE PREPARATIONS. 

The Russian government has decided to 
transfer the administration of its Black sea 
fleet from Nicolaieff to Sebastopol harbor. 
The latier place is being much enjarged, and 
immenee torts and other works of defence are 
bemg constructed around its approaches. The 
czar is also organizing a new fleet to be sta- 
tioned at Batoum on theeast coastof the 
Black sea. This little town is being rapidly 
enlarged because of its strategic importance as 
a central point of Russian defenses of the edst 
coast of the Black sea. 

This action of the czar, in now restoring to 
Sebastopol the military and naval prestige 
which it possessed belore the Crimean war, is 
regarded with mfSgivings in certain British- 
Indian quarters. Besides making the above 
militaty changes on the Black sea, the Rus- 
sian government is erecting barracks tor the 
accommodation of 30,000 troops at 

Don, twenty-two miles

Many stirring incidents attend the 
LSION OF THE RUSSIAN POLES 
from Russia, now being ruthlessly entorced 
under theorders of Bismarck. The police,who 
gre cngeged in the work of expulsion, recent- 
ly came across @ well-to-do Polish gentleman 
nemed §t. Seligski Ramsyski. He owned 
much desirable land in Posen, but lived with 
his femily in a beautiful chateau in France 
much of his time. He was ordered to settle 
up his affairs and quitt Posen, He 
demurred and then set up a claim to 
being a French subject and succeeded in hav- 
ing his appeal placed béfore M. de fF reycinet, 
the French minister for foreign affairs. In 
his appeal, Zamajski established the fact that 
he was born in Paris and wasa lrench sub- 
ject. He had, however, become identified 
with the place of his estates in Posen that the 
French government declined to formally in- 
terfere in the case, and M. de Freycinet con- 
tented himself with informally referring the 
care to the German government as one worthy 
of consideration. The result has been that 
the Russien authorities have notified Zamajski 
that he may retain his interests in Germany 
upon the condition of naturalizing himself as 
e Prussian subject and residing on his estates 
in Dosen. 

So many terrible injustices have been per- 
petraied upon worthy Poles by the indiscrim- 
inate expulsion which has been carried on, 
against the whole race of Russian exiles resi- 
dent in Prussia that portions of German pres 
have at last been stirred up to protes 
against the whole business. The 
Berlin Tablett denounces the 
expulsions as utterly op posed to modern rights 
and hospitality, ana says that if they are per- 
sisted in they must result in prejudicing Gar- 
many’s relations with other nations. While 
Prussia continues in this work of exiling 
thousands of Prussian poles who have made 
homes within her territory, Austria is encour- 
eging the work whieh has been organized 
throughout Galacia or Austrian Poland, ol 
raising subscriptions for Polish refugees from 
Prussian edict. 

AUSTRIAN HUNGARY AROUSED. 

The ra}prochement between the Czar and 
Polish populations of Hungary sgainst Ger- 
man ascendancy in Austrian Hungary is per- 
ceptibly increasing.

Evidences ofa Breakin Its Kavages Ina 
Spain, 

Maprip, September 12.—The total number 
ot cases of cholera reported in Madrid since 
September first, was 10,666, and for the whole 
of Spain for the same period 23,644. The total 
number of deaths from the disease throughdéut 
Spain since September first, was 6,379. The 
disease has almo-t disappeared from the 
provinces of Valencia, Murcia, Saragossa and 
Granada. 

Paris, September 12.—A Few cases of chol- 
era and deaths from the disease are daily re- 
ported from various towns in the south of 
France. 

The archbishop, of Aix, department of 
Bouches du Rhone, seventeen miles north of 
Mareeilles, has died from cholera. He con- 
tracted the disease while visiting the cholera 
hospitals. 

There were four deaths from cholera in Tou- 
lon lest night. The weather is cooler and the 
disease is gradually disappearing. 

There were four deaths from cholera here 
today, six persons were admitted to hospitais 
and eleven were discharged. There are now 
seventy-six under treatment. The wife of the 
Italien consu! here has died from the cholera. 

Marsrities, September 12.—There were 6 
deaths from cholera here today. Thirty-two 
persons sre now under treatment for the dis- 


ease in ‘the hospital. 

Rowe, Semptember 12.—Seven cases of 
cholera and 2 deaths from the aisease were 
reported in Palermo today, and 7 cases and 5 
deaths in Parma. Naples continues to agi- 
tate the question of an extension of the quar- 
antine regulations.

DESTROYED BY FIRB. 


The Work of the Fiames Throughout the 
Ceantry. 

Cuicaco, September 12.—A dispatch to 
the Jcurnal from Peoria, Illinois, says: The 
large sugar works of the American glucose 
company were burned to the ground this 
morning. The loss is $250,000. The tames, 
owing to high wind, spread with great rapidi- 
ty. Some ninety men employed in the fac- 
tory at the time barely escaped with their 
lives. The water supply was  insuilicient. 
Amount of insurance is not known here, It 
will, however, fall tar short of loss. 

New York, eptember 12.—The warehouse aud 
factory of Swan and Finch, 11) Maiden Lane, was 
destroyed by fire this forenoon. It extended to 
the southern halfofa double building and dam 
egcd the stock of leaf tobacco of Lich- 
tepstein Bros. to the extent of about $10,000, 
Swen & Finch’s loss ia put at $25,000, and loss on 
the building at$10,000. The entireayailable force 
of the fire departmentin lower district was called . 
out to Sght the fiames that threatened surround- 
ing buildings. They were confiued within the 
Original limits. Insurance covers losses. 

The fire bioke out very suddenly in the factory 
in the rear of 1)5, and surprised the people in the 
buildivpg. Before some of the occupants be- 
thougbt themselves of escape, the exit by 
Stairs was cut off by fire. John Seigler, an 
aged carpenter who was at work on the third floor 
of the building, ran to the window, and lettiug 
himself down hung from the silla minute or 
more, shouting for help until some one bronght a 
tall step ladder, and mounting it, reached 
him and let him down. Seigler was 
badly burnedabout the hands and arms. John 
Donnelly, pressman in the old factory slid dowa 
fallrope from floor through elevator hole with 
clothes sfiame. He was very badly burned, 
and with Zeigler was taken to Cham 
bers Street hospital. Captain Thomas Coniin of 
engine No. 4, was thrown from the ladder by a 
fire gust of flame from a bursting oil barrel and 
felluwo stories to the street, receiving bad imju- 
tries. He was also severely burned.

With rare exceptions 
I have now taken lemonade in this way four times 
daily for ten years—on rising in the morning about 
1 o’clock pr. m , half an hour before dinner, and on 
retiring at night; and whenever professional du- 
ties preven ted it, I bave felt at once the absence 
of the lemon: juice in my system. I take only two 
meals daily, but consume besides a considerable 
quantity of fruits of the season, such as grapes, 
peackes, oranges, melons, etc. I have no taste for 
and do not use ale, porter, wine, or spirits. Form- 
erly my ordinary weight was about 150 pounds, 
my height beirg, as now, 5feet 7% inches. For 
six or eight years past I have weighed in the 
neighborhood of 190 §63©peunds§3 6s without 
feeling any inconvenience.

It is sufficient at present to etate that the entire 
railroad interests of the state, with all the proper- 
ty and the immense capital therein invested, are 
absolutely and unconditionally at the mercy of 
this commission, By arbitrary rule the commis- 


sion can, practically, crush eve railroad in 
Georgia, and for such ruling the law 
gives no redress. They are amenable 
to no tribunal under the sun, 
and their official acts, however uujust, cannot be 
avoided orannulled, It is no argument to say 
that the commissioners are just and honorable 
men, and will not abusethe powers conferred 
upon them. It is enough to know that they pos- 
sess these powers to convince all that such re- 
straints and safeguards should be thrown round 
them es prudence and justice may dictate. Rvil- 
road corporations are merely the representatives 
of private individuals, and their renee are cer- 
tainly entitled to equal rights and full protection 


underthe law; but of these privileges they are 


_ erbitrarily deprived by the powers upon thecom- 


mission. Thisis not only grossly unjust, butisa 
dangerous, and will eventually prove to bea 
ruinous grant of power. 

Of all the measures yet proposed, the bill agreed 
to by the senate railroad committee August 28th 
is by far the most practicable,reasonable and just. 

The bill is carefully drawn and secures, as near 
as practicable, eqaul justice to the railroads and 
the people, We hope it will become a law.

Railroad enterprises in Georgia haye been 
weighed down for years past by the commission,

VITALITY OF FROGS, 


How They Live Without Air and Food for 
Years, 
From Chambers Journal, 

How long it is possible for frogs to liye without 
air end food hes been a matter of experiment 
many times; butin the face of well established 
instances like those quoted it is difichlt to con- 
duct experiments that will be considered as being 
of a corciusive character. Toat these creatures 
should be abie to live not for centuries only, but 
for ages, appears contradictory to ail reason 
and common sense. In some cases frogs 
bave been found in cretaceous rocks. The oldest 
fossil toads end frogs occur in tertiary rocks. If, 
therefore, those found in cretaceous rocks had 
been theie from their formation it would be equiv- 
alent torayiug that the live froz could be ages 
and sges older than its fossil relative. To most 
people such a declaration would be the heightof 
absurdity. If thoroughly inquired into it would 
probabiy be discovered that in each case there 
wes a fissure in the rocks or trees in which frogs 
have been iound large enough for the admission 
of water and the embryo frog which has devel- 
oped there. It hes been assumed by some that 
the frog netura/iy conteins an acid, which by 
chemical action on the stone, provides that tae 
spece at the f[rog’s disposal shall be as large as its 
body. Arecond hypothesis is that not the egg, 
but the primary frog, scarcely larger than the egg 
iteelf, falls intothe rock or tree and continues 
to giow, deziving air and food in the 
form of small insecw from the water that pene- 
trates toits abode. Certain it is that frogs, when 
artificially secured in air-tight and water-tight 
verse!s, speedily die. Experiments made by mem- 
bers of the French academy a century ago proved 
this. Nilne Edwards early in the present century 
inciosed frogs in vessels impervious to air and the 
creatures speedily perished. Three frogs were 
once inclosred in n close box for 
eighteen months, at the end of which 
time one was dead and the remainder ia a dying 
condition. Dr. Macartney buried a toad in a yes- 
sel covered with a slate about a foot deep in the 
ground, At the end of a fortnight it seemea well 
andas plump as before. When, however, he 
inciosed the same toad in an air-tight vessel and 
buried it, it soon died, and at the end of a week 
was much decayed. Dr. Buciland made some expe- 
riments which are claimed as conclusive. He placed 
twelve toads separately in twelve holes cut in 
blocks of hard, — sandstone. They were 
firmly sealedin. Theimprisoned animals were 
buried three feet deep on November 26th, 1825. 
At the same time four toads were deposited in 
holes cut in the heart of an apple tree, and the 
opening securely plugged. our others were 
aiso placed in plaster-of-paris, covered with 
luting. On December 10th, 1826, all the 
buried toads were examined. All in the 
bard stone and in the tree and two in the 
— of paris were dead. Theremainder were 

ying, but, come placedin asofter stone were 
in tolerably good bealth, and some were actually 
fatter than when placed in the holes. From this 
it would appear that in positions where water can 

epetrate Irogs may live and even thrive,although

The bulk of the empty houses 
are small houses, costing from $300 to $1,00) each, 
in which class of buildings there is an over supply.

To- 
night the wet fields may be full of them, so [fat 
and gorged that you may killtbem with oars as 
you pull through the woods. At sunrise to- 
morrow not oneisto be seen. On the Virginia 
coast the negroes believe they turn into frogs, 
During the year they range from Massachusetts 
to Jamaica, changing their habits as they goso 
that one would scarcely recognize the spry bob>- 
link of New England shaking music from inside 
his gay coat as rain drops from an April bush, in 
the soiled, voiceless butter bird of the tropics.

THE BXPLOITS OF A MAD MBXs 
ICAN. 


Getting Worsted in « Free Fight in an Arizona 
Saloon, He Retaiiates by Arming Himseifand 
Firing Indiscriminately—He is Pur- 
sued and Hanged to a Tree. 


Bisere, Arizona, September 12.—On Thurs- 
day night last, a fight occurred ina gambling 
house here in which “an unknown Mexican, 
who was the aggressor, was worsted. He left 
the’plece after the row and was not seen again 
until about 4:30 e’clock Friday morning, 
when he made his appearance with a repeat- 
ing rifle and a belt of cartridges... When he 
arrived there were about forty men in the sa- 
loon and the Mexican, who 
was on the sidewalk, commenced shooting 
indiscriminately into the crowd. His firat 
shotstruck Devre Hickey in the jaw near the 
ear and in its course tore off a portion of his 
upper lip, coming out of his mouth. His next 
shot struck James Kehoe on the left cheek 
bone, went through tohis neck and ranged 
downward into his back. It is not expected 
thet he will recover. George Sales received 
the next shot through the left shoulder, but 
it is not thought the wound is fatal. 
Jack Welch received a shotin the foot, the 
bullet coming out at his heel. Another shot 
just grazed the elbow of Frank Gardner. 
The Mexican fired fifteen shots into tha saloon 
in rapid succession. After clearing out this 
saloon he went turther up the street and-fired 
two shots into Pierce’s saloon, and two shots 
into Curtin’s saloon, and then 
disappeared into the canon. As 
he was disappesring, a soldier fired four shots 
at him without effect. No steps were taken 
to capture the assassin until daylight, when 
citizens started in search. About 9 o’clock he 
was found in a Mexican house in bed, Mexi- 
can women putting a wet cloth upon his face, 
which had been cut. After getting all the 
evidence that was necessary; & rope was 
procured and the assassin was taken up the 
canon an hangea to a tree.

There wes no session of the senate yesterday. 


The house met at 9 o’clock and was called 
to order by Speaker Little. 

_Mr. Word offered a resolution to adjourn 
sine die on the 25th instant, which resolution 
was referred to the committee on adjourn- 
ment.

BILLS INTRODUCED. 

Mr. Gresham—aA bill to amend paragraph 
1, section 9, of article 3 of the constitution, 
making the salary of members of the legisla- 
ture $550 per annum, andthe speaker and 
president $500 per annum for the term of two 
years. 

Mr. Tate—A bill to grant tothe Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad the right to use 
the right of way of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, to construct a track from Marietta to 
Marble Mills, a distance of one and a half 
miles ; also,e bill to incorporatetthe Gainesyille 
and Western railroad, trom Marietta to 
Dahlonega. 

Mr. Turner, of Coweta—A bill to amend 
section three of the Code. 

DISAGREED TO. 

The house took up for consideration and 
disagreed to the adverse report of the commit- 
tee on the bill, declaring the relative rights to 
inheritence of estates between husband and 
wile, and the bill was advanced on the calen- 
dar to a third reading. -

last bill bad been read, the house, on motion, 
adjourned until Monday morning at nine 
o’clock. 

THE DEBATE ON THE COMMISSION BILL. 

The speeches of Senators Falligant, Colley 
and Glenn on the bill to modify the powers of 
| the railroad commission will be published to- 
morrow. Tse Constitution has presentéd a 
verbatim report of the senate proceedings in 
considering this bill, and it will be concluded 
with the speeches above referred to. 

The report was the work of one man, Mr. 
W.K. Tewksbury, whose continued oxertion 
in the four days’ debate made it impossible for 
him to transcribe the notes ot the last day’s 
proceedings. This will be presented tomor- 
row. 


FACTS WORTH KNOWING. 


A Synopsis of Mr. Arnheim’s Speech on the 
Special Tax Bill, 

In the debate which occurred last week, on the 
bill to levy a special tax for the purpose of car- 
rying on the construction of the new capitol 
building, Mr, Arnheim, of Dougherty, gave some 
interesting facts that uutil now have been crowd- 
ed out of the columns of THE CONSTITUTION on 
account of the great pressure for space, brought 
about by the debate on the railroad bill in the 


senate. Said Mr, Arnheim: ; 

To understand the cramped condition of the 
state treasury it is necessary to look to past legis- 
lation and events. The legislature of 1881-1882 
appropriated tothe common schools, therefore 
not available for general purposes, the net pro- 
ceecs arising from ‘“‘inspection of fertilizers and 
bire of convicts,” amounting in round numbers 
to $100,000 per annum, therefore 
up to January Ist, 1887, to $500,000 special appro- 
priations ofthe preceding ape See acts 
1882-1883, aggregate $123,000. at legislature ajso 
lowered the tax ‘‘two and one-hdli mills,’’ but 
with decreased income, passed the appropriation 
for the building of a new capitol of one million 
doliars,as an annual appropriation of $180,000, 
Add tothis by failure of state depositories the 
sum of $80,000 of the state's money yet locked up. 
and the gag of the treasury of 
$197,000 now in the share of a guarautece 
fund on the new bonds is made but too piain. 
The contract for the capitol has been entered with 
and partially executed; large amounts nave been 
expended tocarry it out; the city of Atlanta has 
+ fullySand honorably compliedtwith its obligations, 
end to be fair with the people, this special tax of 
one-half mill ise proposed, that they may be in- 
iorte@ed @@d know why this tax is levied. 
The change of the fiscal year hes put the treasury 
in the position that the income of the state 1s ex- 
pended up to October in each year before the rev- 
enue is covered into the treasury, and therefore, 
the questionable expedient to use any available 
fnnds, such as the school fund, is resorted to. 
The cash in sight is insufficient, and it would 
be ” dangerous experiment to rely 
upon-future temporary loans. The people are 
conservative, and when they understand the 
necessity, will rather pay an additional tax of 
fifty cents per thousand dollars than again see 
the state treasury under financial stress, begging 
for relief. The present legislature has been most 
cerefulin expenditures; itis not responsible to 
the people for the deficit, but it is responsible 
to the people so to desi with existing 
facts that when we come to fund the remain- 
der of the state debt, that, as heretofore, 
we may be able to float our bonds at the 
Jowest rate possible. A wise business policy 
Girects this legislature to levy this tax, if not ab- 
solute necessity, for the temporary loan must be 
paid. though overdue it may be, make it a special 
tex that it may not alsoincrease the couuty tax 
ifthe per cent. hes a'ready been fixed, put the 
people upon notice why it is levied, pay the tem- 
porary loan, and put thetreasury of thestate upon 
a heaithy basis.
